In response to the Request for Further Proceedings filed by tlie Attorney General in this 
case on October 21,2004, East Kentucky Power Cooperative, Tnc. ("EKPC''), on behalf 
of the Joint Applicants, wishes to advise the Cormnissiaii that the Joint Applicants do not 
request a hearing in the case, and do not object to the Attorney General's request to file 
written coments .
